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Elba City Council plays to standing room only crowd

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening reminded observers 
of the turbulent meetings of two and 
three years ago. A standing room 
only crowd filled the council cham- 
bers to protest actions, demand ac- 
tion or get explanations. 

The three subjects which trig- 
gered the most community attention 
were 1) the proposal to rename Clax- 
ton Avenue 2) a lease/purchase re- 

uest for the former Army Reserve 
enter and 3) zoning requests. 

The police report, paying of 
monthly bills, honoring of life- 
guards, board appointments, naming 
poll workers, financial report, feed- 
ing work release workers, etc., none 
of this caused even a ripple, but the 


other three items extended the meet- 
ing to over three hours. 


RENAMING CLAXTON AVE. 

The news from the previous coun- 
cil meeting that the council would 
request the Alabama Legislature to 
rename Claxton from the Bypass to 
the city limits in honor of the late 
Greg Gay, Elba policeman killed in 
a car wreck while responding to a 
call, upset the large number of res- 
idents who live on the street. 

They have written letters to the’ 
editor, circulated petitions, contacted 
city officials and were a large part of 
the audience Monday night. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood brought 
up the subject, acknowledged there 
was concerns which the city govern- 
ment had not considered, and rec- 
ommended the council rescind the 


action taken to rename the street. He 
also recommended a committee be 
appointed to suggest some more suit- 
able street to honor this fallen of- 
ficer. 

The council unanimously voted to 
follow the recommendations and 
named to the committee were coun- 
cil member John W. Sharpless, Po- 
lice Lt. John Nelson and Haywood. 
They will report back to the city 
council with recommendations. 

Mrs. Doris Mallory thanked the 
council for their action but still pre- 
sented each of them with copies of a 
petition opposing the renaming. She 
said it was signed by every resident 
affected except two who were not at 
home and one business. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton acknowledged the council had 


County seeking computer network grant

Coffee County Commissioners, 
meeting in regular session Monday 
morning, wasted little time in going 
through their meeting agenda. 

The main topic of discussion cen- 
tered around the application for a 
grant to get the county on-line with 
the Internet. 

Dr. Randy Gunter, representing 
the Southeast Alabama Networking 
System, gave the commissioners a 
brief overview of the grant and what 
it could mean for the county if it is 
approved. 

The proposed network system 
which will involve seven southeast 
Alabama counties would make the 
Internet accessible by schools, busi- 
nesses, and citizens within the 
county. 

“Citizens will have direct access 
to a world of informatin provided by 
the Internet,” stated Gunter. 

The funding will be provided 
through the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture Rural Utilities Service Dis- 
tant Learning and Tel*medicine 
Grant Program. 


Coffee County’s share of the lo- 
cal matching funds will be 
$18,875.00 in cash. 

Gunter told commissioners that 
they should not have any problems 
in getting local businesses and 
schools to partcipate (chip in funds) 
in acquiring the network system. 

He emphasized the benefits the 
system could provide to area stu- 
dents, farmers, and local medical 
professionals. 

Students will literally have access 
to a world of information. Gunter 
told commissioners that students, 
through the network, could visit the 
Smithsonian Institute. 

Farmers will be able to obtain up- 
to-minute information on the weath- 
er, crops, livestock, and much, much 
more. 

Local physicians and other medi- 
al personnel will have access to up- 
to-date medical information without 
having to wait months for it to be 
published in periodicals, 

Compxter terminals will be 
placed in local scnools, libraries and 
other strategic locations throughout 
the county to provide free access to

Friday, August 16th is the one hundreth anniversary of the Klon- 
dike Gold Rush, way up yonder in the Yukon Territory of Northern 
Canada. Several hundred thousand prospectors made the mad rush 
for riches, but only about 30,000 actually got there. The harsh 
weather, the requirements that they have a huge supply of food be- 
fore entering the territory, all that combined to limit the number 
who made it.

Moore responds to news of action 
delaying criminal trials in Coffee

State Representative Garreth 
Moore responded Tuesday to reports 
that all criminal tials in Coffee 
County have been continued due to a 
suit challenging the new jury venire 
law for the county. 

The law, passed by Moore in the 
last regular session of the legislature, 
combines the jury pool in both the 
Elba and Enterprise divisions. 
Courts will still be held in each re- 
spective division, but citizens can 
get called to jury duty in either, or 
both, divisions, 

Several attorneys have filed a 
lawsuit in circuit court challenging 
the legality of the local law. 

Presiding Judge Gary McAliley 
has expressed concern that any crim- 
inal case tried and later overturned 
due to the jury venire law being de- 
clared unconstitutional would go 


free due to “double jeopardy” safe- 
guards in the U, S. Constitution. 

Moore responded to the news 
with a prepared statement which 
reads: 

“| think it is unfortunate that with 
385 felony cases pending in Coffee 
County our Presiding Judge has 
elected to halt progress in disposing 
of them. This is especially un- 
fortunate for the victims of these 
criminals. With only 11 felony jury 
trials completed in the last year we 
can not afford to slow down much 
more. 

I have discussed the issue of dou- 
ble jeopardy with the district at- 
torney’s office. They feel, as do I, 
that this would not apply in the event 
a criminal was convicted under cur- 
rent law and that law was later found 
unconstituuional, 

I fail to see how our judicial 
branch can elect to not operate under 
current law.”

National senior citizens hall of fame 


The great Roman orator and 
statesman Cicero once wrote that 
old age is the crown of life. By that 
definition, America is blessed witha 
growing number of royalty as the 
elder population swells inrank. Over 
5000 American citizens celebrate 
their 65th birthday each day. Due to 
declining births and increasing life 
expectancy, the elderly make up one 
in eight Americans. The so-called 
“oldest old,” those 85 and older, are 
the most rapidly growing age group. 
Between 1960 and 1994, their num- 
bers rose 274 percent. 

The United States’ population 
is projected to reach 300 million by 
the year 2000. Senior citizens will 
make up 13 percent of this total, or 
about 35 million, with graying baby- 
boomers leading the way. As this 
trend continues, the senior popula- 
tion will increase to approximately 
70 million by 2030. 

Alabama has a larger senior 
population than any of our bordering 
states, with the exception of Florida. 
According to 1993 statistics, 
Alabama's senior citizens make up 
13 to 13.9 percent of our population, 
California leads the nation with the 
largest elderly citizenship. 

Much of the time, census sta- 
tistics on senior citizens are associ- 
ated with worries about Social Se- 
curity or concerns of overpopula- 
tion. However, for 63 years now, 
Alabama has recognized our distin- 
guished elderly with the Alabama 
Senior Citizens Hall of Fame. Since 
1933, a hall of fame commission 
has bestowed this honor upon liv- 
ing Alabamians in recognition of 
their outstanding accomplishments, 
services and contributions to the 
lives of older American citizens. 


I have recently introduced leg- 
islation that would establish a Na- 
tional Senior Citizens Hall of Fame 
Commission, based on the success- 
ful model in Alabama. By establish- 
ing a Senior Citizens Hall of Fame, 
we will have in place an organiza- 
tion that will recognize the contribu- 
tions made by older American citi- 
zens. It will honor patriotic Ameri- 
cans for their spirit of loyalty and 
selfless labor in serving the needs of 
the people of our nation. It will also 
provide a forum to bestow honor and 
recognition upon deserving citizens 
for services and contributions that 
benefit the lives of older American 
citizens. 

Life experience can provide a 
wealth of information and guidance 
for a younger generation. For many 
Americans, life after 65 is a produc- 
tive and rewarding time. We have to 
look no further than today’s head- 
lines to see the accomplishments of 
presidential candidate Bob Dole, 
who turned 73 last week. Former 
President Jimmy Carter, 72, is active 
in Habitat for Humanity and numer- 
ous Civic organizations. 

Our senior citizens are one of 
our most important resources. Their 
mature judgment, keen insight and 
historical perspective is invaluable 
to our nation and should be recog- 
nized.

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President Finally Agrees to Sign Welfare Reform 


For the third time in a year, 
a landmark welfare reform bill enjoy- 
ing widespread popular support has 
been approved by the new Congress. 
Twice before, cach welfare reform 
bill was stubbornly vetoed by Presi 
dent Clinton. This time, in an appar- 
ent bow to public pressure, the Presi 
dent has finally agreed to sign com- 
mon-sense welfare reform into law, 

The facts speak for them- 
selves. While welfare was envisioned 
as a program of short-term relief, the 
average recipient now stays on it for 
13 years. Over the last three decades, 
$5.4 trillion has been spent on welfare 
and yet the national poverty and ille- 
gitimacy rates have increased. 

In short, welfare has been 
transformed from a safety net into a 
way of life. But this national tragedy 
will soon come to an end thanks to the 
persistent efforts of a conservative 
Congress and the American people. 

Last week, Congress voted 
to return our nation’s welfare system 
to what it was meant to be: a hand-up, 
not a hand-out.

Dear Editor: 

With the first wave of baby 
boomer’s turning 50 this year, re- 
tirement planning seems to be on 
the minds of many Americans.

In discussion with City Attorney 
Jeff Kelley, it was revealed that

All rent payments would 
apply to the ultimate sale, according 
to the proposed lease. 
* Smith wanted a decision by the 
council Monday night. Council 
member Ben Carpenter said hasty 
decision are what has gotten the City 
of Elba in so much trouble in the 
past and he would not support any 
‘such action until they had had time 
Xo discuss and consider all options. 

David Smith and his brother Fred, 
who actively manages the business, 
repeatedly told the city council 
members they didn’t feel they had 
been fairly treated. Fred explained 
they didn’t want any special favors 
but wanted to be treated like anyone 
else would be treated. 

When told that to legally sell the 
property without public auction, it 
would have to be appraised, they 
asked if any other property the city 
had sold had been appraised. When 
council members acknowledged that 
ho other apprasials had been sought, 
the Smith brothers wanted to know 
.why now, when they had a request, 
‘was the appraisal necessary. 

City Attomey Kelley said he 
couldn’t respond to that, but was 
only advising the council members 
‘on how the laws read. 

* Council member Earl McCol- 
dough told council members that 
‘when he was fighting the sale of the 
piece of property being used by 
‘teens to park and talk, council mem 
‘bers reminded him of the reserve 
enter soon to be vacated. He said it 
‘was suggested to him by some of his 
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fellow council members that the tc 
erve center would make a good 
park and now they are talking about 
selling it too, He said he would like 
io see the facility put to use as a gym 
for the teenagers 

He added that he had never voted 
to sell a piece of city owned property 
ind didn’t intend to start now 

Haywood talked about his orig 
inal dream of cleaning up the prop 
‘rty and putting it to use. He a, ol 
ogized to the Smith brothers and said 
they should have been notified. Hay 
wood suggested they work together 
lo set up some sort of relocation 
plan 

David Smith said he had other op 
tions and they might disappear if he 
didn’t act soon 

Haywood then asked the council 
members if they had any problem 
with the firm moving into the re 
serve center, 

McCollough then asked what 
would happen about elections which 
are held in the building. Smith said 
they would still allow that and would 
clean up and prepare the facility 
prior to each election. 

The council agreed for Haywood 
to appoint a committee to work with 
All Star Sports in finding a suitable 
spot for relocation. Appointed were 
Council members Sharpless and 
McCollousth and Mayor Haywood. 
They are to report back to the coun 
cil after reaching a_ satisfactory 
agreement with the Smiths. 

Several council members sug 
gested the Smiths consider moving 
their business into the Jr, High wing 
of the former school. They noted 
some divider walls have already 
been removed 

Fred Smith then got the floor and 
expressed his disappointment with 
the individual members of the coun 
cil. He said that only council mem 
ber Gladys Yelverton had acted cor- 
reculy “She was a real lady in talking 
to me.” 

He said he had asked council 
members last week for confidential- 
ity until he had had time to talk to 
each member. Smith said he didn’t 
get thal respect. 

Sharpless pointed out to Smith 
that ht had told him he was going to 
discuss the matter with property 
owners in the neighborhood of the 
reserve center, which he had done. 

Smith said he should have waited. 

The discussion ended without any 
apparent solution, however the ap- 
pointed committee will work to re- 
solve the issue. 


ZONING 

Zoning board recommendations 
were the next item for heated debate 
following a 15 minute break 

Recent discussions by the zoning 
board centered around two request 
for changes to business zoning. 

A request to rezone a home on 
Davis Street, owned by O. P. and 
Mary Lee to allow a family res 
taurant was approved and = rec 
ommended to the city council, The 
Lees plan to sell the property to an 
individual interested in placing a res 
taurant in the old home. 

However, a second request, this 
one by Gene Streetman, to rezone 
property at the intersection of Kins- 
ton Highway and 203 Bypass, was 
labled by the zoning board 

It was reported to the council that 
Mr, Streetman began poring a slab 
for construction of mini storage 
buildings, without the rezoning and 
without a building permit. 

Patsy Powell and city council 
member Ben Carpenter, who serve 
on the zoning board, asked about a 
report that some city official told 
them to go ahead with their project. 
Haywood acknowledged he had told 
them to go ahead because of a pro- 
posed new zoning ordinance would 
put that property in a commercial 
zone. He was reminded that the new 
ordinance still had to go before pub- 
lic hearings before it could be the 
law. 

Mrs. Powell asked what benefit 
was the zoning board if city officials 
and the public were going to ignore 
their recommendations. She got no 
answer. 

There were mutterings of lawsuits 
challenging the construction, but at 
press time no suit had been filed. 

The Lee property rezoning had 
been recommended by the zoning 
board. It adjoins property already 
zoned commercial. However, City 
Attomey Jeff Kelley cautioned about 
“spot zoning.” He later said the 
council could amend the zoning or- 
dinance to allow variances for res- 
taurants in residential zones. 

The council voted to amend the 
ordinance, allowing restaurants in R- 
3 (multi-family residential) zones. 

Carpenter reported on behalf of 


ihe financial committee and said the 
various departments as a whole were 
about on budget. However, some de- 
partments are over budget while oth 
ers are below 

Adminstration is over oudget 
City Clerk Henry Clark explained 
that was due to cost from Hurricane 
Opal. The same was true for th 
street departinent. Recreation is over 
budget but Clark said that was sea 
sonal and would even out in a few 
months 

The fire department is over bud- 
get, but their costs are governed by 
the number of fires responded to 
each year. The police department is 
under budget, as is debt retirement 

The council voted to approve a 
presented list of poll officials for the 
upcoming August 27th municipal 
elections. They are published this 
week in the legal section of this 
newspaper 

Frances Brunson and Mike 
McGuire were re-appointed to three 
year terms on the Zoning Board of 
Adjustments. 

Jim Driscoll was re-appointed to 
the Airport Authority for a six year 
term. 

Clark requested authority to pur- 
chase the lunch for work release in- 
mates working on street clean up 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday. 
The council approved a maximun of 
$6.00 per inmate for lunch and a 
cold drink and crackers during 
break. 

Haywood reported that efforts to 
tear down old buildings in town has 
hit a snag. 

He said they were advised by 
City Attomey Kelly that to forceable 
tear down a building without a court 
order would open the city to a law 
suit. He said they would first have to 
get the property declared a hazzard, 
etc., by a judge.

NEW SCHEDULES WILL BE FUN FOR PLAYERS AND FANS 


The high school football schedules for the ‘96 season are now official 
and it looks like it will be a fun season for both the players and fans, as all 
area teams have several new faces on their schedules. Elba added five 
new teams to its slate, while the other teams in the area all added at least 
three teams to their schedules. It is usually fun to play new teams, and if 
that holds trie, it should be a fun year, Here’s a look at the area sched- 
ules... 

*ELBA TIGERS - The Elba Tigers made wholesale changes to their 
schedule and Will have five new teams dotting the ‘96 slate. The neweom 
ers include Headland, Rehobeth, Geneva, Geneva County and Monroe 
County, while such former rivals as T.R. Miller, Daleville, Louisville and 
Hillcrest are now gone.

that there are no teams bigger than 2A on the slate. Don’t let that fool’ ya! 
NeW Brockton isn’t a 2A power in football, and will have its hands full 
with the likes of Luverne, Georgiana, Goshen, Straughn and Wicksburg. 

*KINSTON BULLDOGS - The Kinston Bulldogs took it on the chin 
last Season in struggling to a 2-8 record, but apparently are convinced that 
better days are ahead, since the Bulldogs’ schedule in ‘96 includes seven 
2A teams to go along with their three Area games. Kinston will be better 
this season and should add to its win total of a year ago, but its schedule 
still includes such powers as Geneva County, Florala, Samson and 
Straughn, which could make this schedule the ‘Dogs toughest ever. 

*ZION CHAPEL REBELS - The Zion Chapel Rebels were supposed 
to be loaded last season, but stumbled along the way and missed the 
playoffs.

SCHEDULE SCANNING PROVIDES FEW SURPRISES 


I thumbed through the book that contained the schedules of all the high 
schools in the state and thought I'd mention just a few of the schedules 
that caught my eye.... 

*CLASS 1A - Billingsley plays perhaps the toughest schedule in this 
class as the 1A Bears must battle 5A Chilton County, 4A Dallas County, 
4A Montevallo and 3A Holtville, while the Alabama School for the Deaf 
will log plenty of miles with games against other such schools from North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky and East North Carolina. 

*CLASS 2A - Defending state champion Clay County will find out in a 
hurry how good it is this season as it opens the season against 4A op- 
ponents Cleburne County, Elmore County, Central Coosa and Dadeville, 
while Cottonwood also backs down from no one as the Bears challenge 
such teams as 3A Rehobeth and 4A opponents Dale County, Daleville, 
Geneva and Ashford. Luverne has also got a tough schedule with games 
against 6A Ozark and 5A opponents Opp and Charles Henderson. On the 
other end of the ladder is Louisville, which no longer has to play Elba and 
Luverne, and instead plays such teams as Ariton, Alabama Christian, 
Clayton, G.W. Long, St. Jude and Houston Academy. 

*CLASS 3A - Carver, of Birmingham, gets the nod in this class with 
opponents such as 6A West End, 6A Phillips, 6A Wenonah, 5A Jackson- 
Olin, 5A Parker and 5A Fairfield. UMS-Wright also has some potential 
tough games against 5A Citronelle, 5A Alba, 6A Fairhope and 4A St 
Paul's. 

*CLASS 4A - Bibb County may have the toughest schedule in this class 
with games against 6A Gardendale and SA opponents Brookwood, Holt, 
Chilton County, Thompson and McAdory, while W.S, Neal will also have 
a tough season competing against such teams as 6A Crestview, 6A Gulf 
Breeze, and 5A foes Hillcrest, Andalusia, Atmore and Opp.

Nitrate poisoning in 


beef can be alarming, 


By Stan Windham, County Agent 


Each summer cattlemen make 
several calls to our office conceming 
the possibility of nitrate poisoning. 
Nitrate poisoning in livestock is pn- 
marily caused by the consumption of 
pasture or hay containing high levels 
of nitrate. This usually happens dur- 
ing periods of low soil moisture or 
low humidity. Nitrates can accumu- 
late in plants heavily fertilized with 
nitrogen. Hay cut during or just after 
a drought period is always suspect. 
This is particularly true if nitrogen 
fed = gee ged age Darah 
Shading by arr species, 
cloudy weather, and may also 
increase nitrate levels at different 
times during the year. The applica- 
tion of nitrogen fertilizers during 
cool, wet, cloudy weather may also 
result in nitrate poisoning. Nitrates 
in hay are stable and can cause 
deaths months after harvest. There- 
fore, if you suspect a possible nitrate 
problem, you may want to test the 
hay before feeding it. When you test 
the hay, it will come back in a parts- 
per-million level. Hay containing up 
to 2500 ppm of nitrate is usually 
safe. 

When hay has a nitrate level of 
2500-5000 ppm, you should be cau- 
tious in feeding it. If your levels are 
5000- 15,000 ppm this is a dangerous 
level. Believe it or not we have seen 
hay with levels over 15,000. 

Prussic acid and nitrate poisoning

with time. Forage with high levels 
of prussic acid, such as a hay that 
has been baled will not contain toxic 
levels of prussic acid if the hay is 
down around 18-20% moisture. 
Prussic acid is most likely to build 
heey A after a killing frost. Some 
plants, such as pearl millet, do not 
produce prussic acid. 

Another way that prussic acid 
can build up is in tender, young 
growth occurring immediately after 
a long drought. Most of the time, 
young, tender plants are more likely 
to be toxic with prussic acid than 
older ones. Another minor way 

build up temporan- 
ly, is when herbicides such as 2,4-D 
are used. 

Remember, prussic acid and ni- 
trate poisoning are not the same. 
Most of the calls come in asking 
about pearl millet and if there will 
be a nitrate poisoning . The 
answer is yes if it fits what we 
talked about earlier such as high fer- 
tilization and nitrogen. However, 
pearl millet does not produce prus- 
sic acid so you will not have a prus- 
sic acid problem, but you could 
have a nitrate poisoning problem.

used to treat insects

Looking for a way to control in- 
sects that is environmentally safe? 
Look at the possibility of using Bo- 
rax 


Boric acid is a slow acting con- 
tact and stomach poison for most in- 
sects, The dust is usually ingested 
when the insects clean their legs and 
antennae, Even if grooming is inhib- 
ited, boric acid will be absorbed 
through the insects’ cuticle. Death 
of insects exposed to boric acid usu- 
ally takes 2-10 days, depending on 
the particular formulation. Dust for- 
mulations are not repellant to in- 
sects. However, light deposits are 


generally more effective heavy 
deposits. 
Boric acid dust has a long residu- 


al life and can be used effectively, 
as long as it is not covered with dirt 
or grease. During remodeling or 
construction of buildings, boric acid 
has been placed in wall voids to in- 
hibit cockroach or ant infestations 
from becoming established after con- 
struction. Dusts can be injected into 
wall voids, under voids in cabinetry 
and in attics. Boric acid products for 
fleas usually require that large 


amounts of the product be “worked 
into” the carpet, using carpet rakes 
or other such appliances. This proce- 
dure can be messy. 

Boric acid bait products formulat- 
ed for ants and cockroaches are also 
effective. However, Auburn research 
has found that other insecticides in 
baits such as Combat or Raid Max 
are more effective, 

Boric acid has been around for al- 
most a century. Past interest in 
quicker and easier treatments guided 
4many people to other products. With 
arenewed interest in “environmentally 
safe” or “natural” insecticides, there 
has been a resurgence of boric acid 
products. Though effective, boric 
acid is not the “silver bullet” for pest 
control. There are many situations 
where other products are more ap- 
propriate and effective. Also as with 
the use of all chemical substances, 
one should not assume that boric 
acid products are completely safe, 
nontoxic, easily vacuumed, or that it 
will not harm plants, pets, or chil- 
dren. Remember, boric acid is an ef- 
fective tool, but it’s only one tool in 
our constant battle with bugs. 


Strategies for coping with 


yellowjackets

A yellowjacket or two can spoil a 
barbecue or other activity in a hurry. 
But you can make your yard less at- 
tractive to these members of the 
wasp family. 

Like all wasps, yellowjackets 
prey on a wide variety of insects. 
Because they eat other insects, yel- 
lowjackets are considered a benefi- 
cial insect. Yellowjackets are unusu- 
al in that workers also forage foods 
eaten by people, especially sweets 
and meats. 

Yellowjackets nest in the ground, 
and normal-sized nests usually have 
several hundred of the half-inch to 
inch-long wasps. Yellowjacket num- 
bers usually peak in August and 
September. 

In areas with numerous colonies, 
workers can be serious pests while 
searching for food. If a colony is 
disturbed, worker yellowjackets will 
aggressively defend their colony by 
stinging. If you are stung and Pes 
an allergic reaction including hives 
or respiratory difficulty, go to the 
nearest hospital emergency room for 
treatment. 


When mo leave the insects 
alone. If they are a threat to people 
or livestock, treat nests with a rec- 
ommended insecticide using the fol- 
lowing procedure: 

Locate nests during the day when 
workers are going and coming regu- 
larly. Mark the locations. Treat the 
nest at night to lessen the chance of 
stings. Be sure to read and follow 
the 1 instructions of the aerosol 
pesticide you use. 

Destroying individual colonies 
may not eliminate all yellowjacket 
workers in an area. That’s becausg 
yellowjackets can fly a mile from 
their colonies searching for food. 

To make your yard less attractive 
to yellowjackets, practice good sani- 
tation to deny foraging workers at- 
tractive food sources. 

Keep trash containers tightly 
closed. Open containers should be 
emptied regularly (every few hours 
when a large number of yellowjack- 
ets are present). Use an aerosol in- 
secticide to remove yellowjackets 
present around trash cans in order to 
empty them. 


Factors to consider when designing an

Factors to consider include the 
height of cabinets and counter tops, 
placement of appliances, locations 
of storage units, cabinets with pull- 
outs, roll-outs and lazy susans, base 
cabinets that open to provide wheel- 
chair accessibility, non-glare finish- 
es, glare-free lighting, easy-to-grasp 
levers instead of doorknobs, and 


colors that allow older eyes to see 
counter edges more clearly. 

It is also important to design for 
easy cleaning. Consider easy-care 
surfaces, such as laminates, and 
easy-care, no-wax flooring. 

All- cleaners work well 
on most kitchen surfaces. The new 
glass and multi-purpose cleaner are 
perfect for many surfaces and suited 
for glass-fronted appliances as well.

Growing watermelons is a fun 
project for a few youth who have a 


> special green thumb, Each of these 


4-H’ers to their project as a family 
event. They learn a lot as well as 
have a lot of fun with their families 
growing and eating these melons. 

Carrie Nguyen, first place junior 
winner, agreed to share a few of her 
secrets. 

In the fall, chicken litter was 
spread on the field. Then in Decem- 
ber, 50 pounds of triple thirteen fer- 
tilizer and 200 pounds of cotton 
seed meal and lime at 500 pounds 
was spread. In March, it was resub- 
soiled and the soil prepared for 
planting on Good Friday. However, 
due to the cold weather, it was 
planted a week after. She then plant- 
ed 50 hills of watermelons. One of 
the main keys to watermelon eye 
ing is keeping them weeded. It is a 
lot of work, but well worth the ef- 
fort. Water is real important in this 
crop and the rains came just at the 
right time. At one point, a little too 
much rain came and a few burst. 
Keeping the bad melons picked off 
helped the others. So far, she has 
picked about 60 watermelons. It has 
taken a lot of work. She calculated 
15 hours of work were used so far to 
produce this crop.

‘The blooming 


truth about 
vegetables 


by George Tabb, 
Asst. County Agent 

One of the advantages to planting 
home grown vegetables is the pleas- 
ure of having harvest fresh vegeta- 
bles ready and waiting to be picked 
right at your back doorstep. So it is 
no w gardeners get a bit anx- 
ious when they see plants blooming, 
only to result in no fruit. 

Did you know some vegetables 
put on blooms that are not supposed 
to produce fruit? For example, 
squash and cucumbers always slart 
their season by putting on showy 
male blooms first. Female blossoms 
are not far behind and can be distin- 
guished from the male blooms by 
the tiny fruit at the base of the flow- 
er. Male blooms provide pollen and 
then fall off. 

One frequently asked question is, 
why aren't my tomato plants setting 
fruit? Any one of the following rea- 
sons can cause fruit set and a 
combination of factors can fur- 
ther decrease chances of producing 
fruit. 

*Excessive use of nitrogen ferti- 
lizers, 

*Nighttime temperatures over 70 
degrees F. 

*Temperatures dropping below 
50 degrees F. 

*Irregular watering _habils 
(mulching can reduce drought 
stress). 

*Insect damage from thrips. 

*Poor pollination. 

*Planting a variety that doesn't 
grow well in this area. _
